“I think in a way he cheated 
everybody. The families of the 
victims will never really know for 
sure,” said Susan Dannelly,.who 
was set to prosecute Williams for 
murder Oct. 3. 

Dannelly, assistant state attor¬ 
ney in the major crimes division, 
called Williams' untimely death 
an “absence of justice." 

“He would have gone to the 
electric chair, that I am sure of,” 
she said. “I wanted families to 
have peace.” 

Belkis Pouza, mother-in-law of 
victim Paula Pouza, had little to 
say about Williams’ death. 

“I can’t say that I can be happy 
about anyone’s death — I’m a 
. Christian,” Pouza said..“But I do - 


know that whoever killed her 
made us suffer a lot and still 
does.” 

Paula Pouza, 23, was found 
dead Jan. 19,1988. Belkis Pouza 
. is'caring.for'Paula’s two daugh¬ 
ters, 5-year-old Sandra and 11- 
year-old Rosana. 

Susan Leah Dechovitz, the 
assistant state attorney that got 
Williams convicted of rape in 
1990. said she keeps in touch 
with three ofWilliams’ living vic- 
• tims. None aie infected with the. 
virus that causes AIDS. 

”1 would hate to think he had 
perpetrated another tragedy on 
them,” Dechovitz said. 

Williams’ case stumped Metro 
and Miami police for more than 
a decade. At first, authorities 
refused to believe a serial killer 
could be stalking Miami women. 
Pathologists in the medical 
examiner’s ofTice ruled out mur¬ 
der again and again, saying 
trauma was not visible on the 
victims’ bodies. Their theory was

EXTERNAL EXAMINATION: 

This is the body of a 6 foot, 180 pound adult black male who appears the stated age of 38 years. 

The scalp is free of trauma and has a sparse crop of black curly hair. The left side of the forehead 
has a linear 3.2 centimeter scar at the hairline. The middle of the forehead has a 3 centimeter linear 
oblique scar. Both sides of the forehead have irregular areas of yellow-brown excoriation which are 1.5 
centimeters in greatest dimension. The left temple has a 2 centimeter horizontal linear scar. Facial hair 
consists of a black mustache and goatee. The mouth contains native carious dentition. The left upper 
central incisor is missing. The left earlobe has three well healed perforations. 

The right side of the neck has a 4.5 centimeter horizontal linear scar. The chest is symmetric and 
has multiple hyperpigmented flat scars with central pallor. The scars range in size from 5 to 12 
millime. tp.rs in greatest dimension. The abdomen is scaphoid and has a midline vertical 15 centimeter scar 
and two oblique linear scars in the left lower quadrant which are 7 and 11 centimeters respectively. The 
penis is uncircumcised. The dorsal aspect of the penile shaft has two horizontal 7 millimeter linear 
excoriations at the base and white adhesive material. The glans penis is free of ulcers. The right side 
of the scrotum has a 6 millimeter epidermoid cyst. 

The anterior aspects of both knees have irregular scars which are 3 centimeters in greatest 
dimension. The medial aspect of the right ankle and the top of the right foot have irregular scabbed 
lesions which are 2 centimeters in greatest dimension. The back of the right thigh has a 5.5 centimeter 
oblique linear scar. 

Both upper extremities have multiple hyperpigmented scars with central pallor. The lateral aspect 
of the upper right arm has a 9 centimeter linear scar. The dorsal aspect of the right wrist has a 4 
centimeter hyperpigmented depressed scar. A hospital identification band is on the right wrist bearing 
the name "Charles Williams". 

The right upper quadrant of the back has a 5 x 2.8 centimeter teardrop-shaped scar. Both upper 
quadrants of the back have multiple irregular hyperpigmented scars with central pallor which are 3 
millim eters in greatest dimension. The back is free of tattoos. 

INTERNAL EXAMINATION: 

The anterior chest wall and the abdominal wall are free of extravasated blood. The ribs, sternum 
and clavicles are intact. The pleural cavities and the pericardial sac have a smooth glistening mesothelium 
and do not contain blood, excess fluid, exudate or adhesions. The abdominal cavity has diffuse dense 
fibrous adhesions which entangle loops of small and large bowel. The anterior abdominal wall has many 
unabsorbed blue sutures. The abdomen is free of excess fluid, blood, and exudate. The body cavities 
have no peculiar odor.

The 410 gram heart has a smooth epicardial surface and a normal amount of subepicardial fat. 
The anterior aspect of the right ventricle has a 1.9 x 1.4 centimeter flat white plaque. The coronary 
arteries arise from the aorta in a normal fashion. The coronary ostia are patent. The right coronary 
artery supplies the posterior interventricular septum and is free of atherosclerosis and patent. The left 
coronary circulation is patent as well. The cardiac chambers are not dilated or hypertrophied. The 
myocardium of both ventricles is firm, red-brown, and free of coagulative necrosis, extravasated blood, 
scar, or abscess. The endocardium is smooth, glistening, and free of mural thrombi. The valve cusps 
and leaflets are translucent, pliable, and free of vegetations or fenestrations. The chordae tendineae are 
thin and delicate. The papillary muscles are firm and red-brown. The thoracic and abdominal aorta has 
a mild degree of atherosclerosis and is patent and intact. Periaortic lymph nodes are inconspicuous. The 
inferior vena cava, superior vena cava, and the pulmonary artery are all patent. Axillary lymph nodes 
are inconspicuous, gray-tan, and 5 millim eters in greatest dimension. 

The right and left lungs are 870 and 580 grams respectively. Both lungs have smooth pleural 
surfaces with biapical seg mental emphysematous bullae. The pulmonary parenchyma is dark red-blue, 
congested, edematous, and has multifocal areas of yellow induration with abscess. This process is 
observed in both lower and upper lobes anteriorly. The bronchi have a red granular mucosa and are 
patent. The p ulmonar y and hilar lymph nodes are soft, gray-black and inconspicuous. The pulmonary 
arteries are patent and have a smooth yellow intima. No neoplasm is observed in either lung. 

The 2770 gram liver has a smooth capsule and a sharp anterior margin. The right hemidiaphragm 
has dense fibrous adhesions to the liver. The anterior margin of the liver has dense fibrous adhesions 
to the hepatic flexure of the large bowel and the lesser curvature of the stomach. The hepatic parenchyma 
is soft, red-brown, and has a gray-tan centrilobular pattern. No neoplasm or abscess is observed in the 
liver. The gallbladder is not distended and contains viscid green bile and no calculi. The cystic and 
co mmo n bile ducts are normal in course and caliber and free of calculi. The hepatoduodenal ligament has 
inconspicuous lymph nodes. The hepatic artery and portal vein are patent and normal. 

The 310 gram spleen has a gray, smooth, translucent capsule with diffuse dense fibrous adhesions 
to the left hemidiaphragm. The splenic pulp is firm, red-brown and has inconspicuous malpighian 
corpuscles and no neoplasm. The gastrosplenic ligament is free of lymphadenopathy. 

The right and left kidneys are 240 and 260 grams respectively. Both kidneys have smooth cortical 
surfaces and a red-brown edematous parenchyma with good corticomedullary definition and an average 
cortical thickness of 7 millimeters. The pelvicaliceal systems are normal. The ureters are normal in 
course and caliber and free of exudate or calculi. The urinary bladder has a smooth tan mucosa and 
contains an estimated 400 cubic centimeters of dark yellow clear urine. The soft tan prostate is not 
enlarged. The seminal vesicles are nor mal . The testes have a soft, tan, edematous and homogeneous 
parenchyma. 

The adrenal glands have tan inconspicuous cortices and soft gray-brown medullae.

The esophagus has a smooth gray mucosa without ulcer or exudate. The stomach has a shaggy 
serosal surface due to many adhesions. The gastric mucosa is partially autolyzed and red-gray. The 
stomach is empty. The pylorus is patent. The duodenum has a smooth, tan, bile stained mucosa without 
ulcers. The pancreas has a soft tan parenchyma with a normal lobular architecture. Peripancreatic lymph 
nodes are inconspicuous. The small bowel has many dense serosal adhesions but is not obstructed. The 
large bowel has diffuse serosal adhesions but is not dilated or obstructed. The large bowel contains 
watery green feces. The rectum has a smooth tan mucosa. Mesenteric lymph nodes are inconspicuous. 
The vermiform appendix is not identified. 

The strap muscles of the neck are soft, red-brown and free of injury. The thyroid gland has a 
firm, red-brown, unif orm parenchyma and is not enlarged. The thyroid cartilage and the hyoid bone are 
pliable and intact. The soft red-brown tongue is free of injury or infiltrate. The epiglottis, larynx and 
trachea have a pink-tan mucosa. The airway is patent. Cervical lymph nodes are soft, red-tan and 1 
centimeter in greatest dimension. The parathyroid glands are inconspicuous. 

The reflected scalp is free of trauma. The calvarium and the dura mater are intact. The epidural 
and subdural spaces are free of blood. The 1320 gram brain has a slightly swollen right cerebral 
hemisphere. The right parahippocampal gyrus has a prominent groove. The leptomeninges are 
transparent and markedly congested. The cerebral vasculature is translucent, intact, patent, and has mild 
atherosclerosis. The cerebellum, pons, and medulla oblongata are free of any external abnormalities. 
The anterior, middle, and posterior cranial fossae are free of fractures. The pituitary gland and cranial 
nerves are normal. The spinal cord is firm, symmetric, and grossly normal. The lumbar cisterns contain 
clear colorless spinal fluid and normal spinal nerve rootlets. The vertebral bone marrow is soft, red- 
brown and uniform. The spine is free of fracture or deformity.

NEUROPATHOLOGY CONFERENCE 

The weight of the brain after fixation is 1380 grams. Portions of the cranial dura mater are 
received. Epi- and subdural aspects are smooth and shiny. There is no gross evidence of epi- or 
subdural blood staining. The cerebral hemispheres appear symmetrical. There is diffuse flattening of 
gyri. The cerebral hemispheres reveal slight asymmetry with a somewhat larger right cerebral 
he mis phere. There is diffuse flattening of gyri, more so over the right cerebral hemisphere. The arteries 
of the circle of Willis are thin walled. Hippocampal unci are prominent bilaterally. Olfactory bulbs and 
tracts, optic nerves and chiasm, and the remainder of the cranial nerve roots appear grossly unremarkable. 
Optic nerves and chiasm appear slightly thinner than usual. The leptomeninges are thin, translucent, and 
moderately congested. There is no leptomeningeal opacity nor pus streaking. The basal cisterns are free 
of inflammato ry exudate. The surface of the brain is free of contusion foci. The outlet foramina of the 
lower brain stem are patent. Coronal sections of the cerebral hemispheres show adequate cortical 
definition throughout. The left cerebral peduncle reveals a 1.3 cm irregular hemorrhagic focus along its 
lateral aspect which is indenting the lateral margin of this structure and slightly compresses the medial 
portion of the left hippocampal uncus. At the level of the rostral anterior horn, the head of the right 
candatP 1 nucleus and adjo ining portions of the anterior limb of internal capsule and globus pallidus are 
replaced by a large grayish tan, 3 cm in greatest diameter, roundish, well defined mass with hemorrhagic 
margins and adjoining white matter edema. There is shifting of the midline from right to left and marked 
compression of the right anterior horn. The rostral left anterior horn contains a 0.3 cm grayish tan mass, 
projecting into the ventricle from its ependymal surface along the lateral angle. This lesion is focal, it 
does not extend caudally. The mass of the right caudate nucleus extends caudally to the level of the 
lateral geniculate bodies, diminis hing in size. At the level of the anterior commissure, the mass measures 
2.3 cm in greatest expansion. It occupies the head of the right caudate nucleus, the genu of the adjoining 
inter nal capsule, and extends into the right globus pallidus. At the level of the mamillary bodies, the 
mass is shrunken down to a size of 1.8 cm. It still extends into the genu of the internal capsule and to 
a small portion of the right globus pallidus. There is moderate convolutional atrophy of frontal, parietal 
and temporal zones with slight gaping of sulci. Amygdala and the right hippocampal uncus appear 
grossly unremarkable. The left hippocampal uncus, as mentioned earlier, is slightly compressed by a 
small hemorrhagic lesion of the left cerebral peduncle. Both lateral geniculate bodies appear grossly 
diffusely hemorrhagic. The basal ganglia on the left and the thalami bilaterally appear grossly 
unremarkable, as are the mamillar y bodies. The temporal horns are of the usual size. Sections of the 
rostral brain stem show bilateral symmetry and a patent sylvian aqueduct and fourth ventricle. There are 
few ill-defined petechiae in the right midbrain tegmentum and tectum. Additional sections through pons, 
cerebellum and upper medulla are grossly unremarkable. There is mild dilatation of the fourth ventricle 
symmetrically. Both lateral geniculate bodies appear grossly diffusely hemorrhagic.

1. Large grayish tan tumor mass, well defined, in head of right caudate nucleus, 
infiltra ting into adjoining internal capsule and into portions of right globus pallidus 

2. Mild white matter edema adjoining tumor mass

Multiple transverse cuts across the various spinal cord segments show no remarkable 
gross changes.

MICROSCOPIC EXAMINATION 

NEUROPATHOLOGY 


The head of the right caudate nucleus is replaced by a partially necrotic pleomorphic large cell 
malignant neoplasm. The neoplasm has a prominent perivascular growth pattern with concentric 
reduplication of perivascular reticulin fibers. Many malignant cells have abundant eosinophilic cytoplasm. 
Histologic features are those of large cell or histiocytic lymphoma. Sections of optic nerve and spinal 
cord have no evidence of lymphoma. No in flamma tory process is observed in the brain or spinal cord. 
The dura mater is free of mali gnancy or inflammation.
